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NEW HAMPSHIRE NUMISMATICS 
Chapter 4 - Civil War Scrip 

Introduction 


Suspension of specie payments by banks and fear of inflation caused hoarding of 
coins during the Civil War. This created an emergency for merchants in making change. 
Some issued their own private scrip which apparently circulated quite extensively as 
many are found showing evidence of much use. The 30 value, which was the cost of mail- 
ing a letter, was popular as well as the 5 0, 100, 250, and 500 values. The 20 value 
was less common, while 10, 40, 60, 150, 200, 300, 750 and other values are scarce to 
rare. Since many of these used were torn and dirty and had little artistic merit to 
start with, relatively few have survived and no doubt many issues have been entirely 
destroyed. However, rare or unique items do not bring high prices as there are few 
serious collectors. A lot containing 3 very fine specimens, of which two may be unique 
and the other with only two specimens known brought $14 for the lot in a well publicized 
auction of a famous collection in Philadelphia this summer. 


ACWORTH ^ ' 1 

D. J. & M. M. Warner, Dec. 20, 1862, 50/250, and 500. Printed by Dety & McFarland, 
New York. These notes are about 2^ x 5^ inches, much larger than most civil war scrip, 
and are more attractive in design with a portrait of Washington top center, numerals at 
each side on fancy background, and fancy designs at each end. This is perhaps due to 
the fact that they were designed so that they could be used by many different merchants 
by overprinting in red the name of the merchant and the place of his business. Thus we 
have "Sullivan Co., New Hampshire" across the top of either side of the portrait, "D. J. 
& M. M. Warner" across note below portrait, and "Acworth" at lower left. The 250 note 
Jias "Will" in front of "Pay to bearer". These are the three notes purchased from a 
* Philadelphia auction of the Wismer collection this summer at $14, and the only other 
specimen seen is a 50 note in N. H. Historical Society. The 250 note is illustrated 
inside front cover. Manuscript date and signatures. 


ALTON 

J. Jones and A. H. Sawyer, Oct. 18, 1862, 250. Typeset, similar to colonial notes, 
probably by local printer. Eagle at top, names either side; 25 Cts. left, No. right with 
serial number in script.
